WASHINGTON, May 18—(AP)—The Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board Friday approved nine cents of a proposed 11-cent 


hourly wage boost for 220,000

new rift in the government’s wage 
“freeze” ceiling, came by an 8- 
to-4 vote. The four industry mem-

STRIKE THREATENED 
Both unions had threatened to 


strike Sunday night if the board 
turned down their demands. 
However, the . nine-cent in- 
crease, with the extra.two cents 
still under consideration, was ex- 
pected to prevent any walkout. 


Originally, Economic Stabilizer 
Eric Johnston had refused to ap- 
prove more than three cents of 
the proposed ll-cent raise, but 
had left it to the board to decide. 


Johnston explained that only 
three cents could be allowed 
without breaking through the 10 
percent ceiling on wage increases 
above January, 1950, levels. 

The Wage Board is expected to 
act soon on another major case— 
a proposed four-cent hourly “pro- 
ductivity” pay boost for more 
than 500.000 CIO auto workers. 
If granted, it would mark an ad- 
ditional departure from the 10 
percent limit. 


CRACKDOWN PLANNED

$6,500,000,000 in new revenue for 
defense. 

The bill already falls $3,500,000,- 
000 short of the sum President

armament drive on a pay-as-we- 
go basis, and administration back- 
ers will fight any re-jiggering 
which would reduce the total new 
revenue further. 

But it would take a switch of 
only one vote to upset the present 
plan for individual income tax 
hikes. It was approved tentative- 
ly earlier this month by a hair- 
line 13-to-12 vote. 

Since then, Democratic members 
have been receiving hot protests 
from union and consumer groups 
because the plan calls for an 
across-the-board ‘increase of three 
percentage points in each tax 
bracket from the lowest to the 
highest. 

One of the proposals which may 
come up Monday is to lighten the 
burden on the lowest income 
groups, by dropping the bottom- 
bracket increase to two percent- 
age points. The bottom bracket 
includes taxable incomes of less

CAR SPLIT IN PENNSYLVANIA TRAIN WRECK AT BRYN MAWR 
Engine of Pennsylvania’s Red Arrow Ripped Rear of Another Train 


8 Killed, 
63 Hurt in 
Rail Crash 


By JAMES L. KILGALLEN 

BRYN MAWR, Pa., May 18— 
(INS)—Eight persons were killed 
and 63 injured Friday when the 
10-car New York-bound Red Ar- 
row Express from Detroit crashed 
into the rear of another Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad passenger train 
near Bryn Mawr. 

The train that was struck with 
“a clap of thunder” was the 19-car 
Philadelphia Night Express from 
Pittsburgh which had come te a 
stop at the time. 

A four-pronged investigation— 
by the PRR, Federal, state and lo- 


cal authorities—quickly got under 
way. 


SIGNALS WORKING 


J. M. Symes, operating vice 
president of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, said “warning signals ap- 
parently were properly working 
to warn the Red Arrow of the 
presence of the Philadelphia Night 
Express.” 

He declared the flagman of the 
latter train also was sent back to 
flag down any approaching trains. 

“Under these conditions,” Symes 
said, “the engineer of the Red Ar- 
row should have had a caution 
signal about three miles from the 
point of the accident telling him 
to slow down to 30 miles an hour 
and approach the next signal tell- 
ing him to stop.” 

Symes said the Pennsylvania 
Railroad’s “tentative information” 
is that the Red Arrow stopped on 
the second signal. 


NO EXPLANATION 

He was unable to explain, how- 
ever, how the New York-bound 
train could have been moving at 
such speed to cause the accident. 
He said the stop signal and the 
collision point were about a mile 
and a quarter apart. 

The PRR spokesman told news- 
men the Red Arrow engineer—F. 
B. Yentzer, 61, of Harrisburg, Pa. 
—was a veteran of 25 years’ serv- 
ice with the carrier and had pos- 
sessed a good record. 

Of the 63 injured, 15 of them are 
still in the Bryn Mawr hospital. 
Forty-eight others were treated 
for injuries and discharged.

‘Hope Born of 


The tragedy of this second observance 
of Armed Forces Day is that it finds the 
country bitterly divided over foreign pol- 
icy and military strategy. 

The hope is that out of it will come a 
new understanding as the basis for a unity 
which will enable the free world to defeat 
the aggressors. 

What failures there have been are not 
those of the armed forces. They have 
come from lack of leadership and public 
apathy. If the Great Debate serves no 
other purpose it will concentrate attention 
of the people on the need for what Gen- 
eral Bradley yesterday called a sound, per- 
manent military program to meet our re- 
sponsibilities in this dangerous decade. 

It is obvious, too, as General Bradley 
went on to say, that our preparedness is 
yet below par compared to the dangers 
that confront us, and wi’ continue so un- 
til each of us realizes that every able 
American must be trained for defense. 

News from Korea yesterday was trou- 
bling. A roaring, screaming tide of Com- 
munist troops threatened UN positions. 
Our commanders remain confident. The 
Chinese are suffering terrifying casualties 
which could not be tolerated by a govern- 
ment responsible to the people. Our fire- 
power is vastly superior but the number of 
troops we are able to send to Korea is 
severely limited. Yet, it was only a few 
days ago that Senator Taft was calling for 
a reduction by 500,000 of the armed forces

in Washington has played a big part in 
creating public confusion. 

Military strength is our only salvation 


, because wé are up against an adversary 


that recognizes no principle but force. 

One of the nation’s wisest men, Ber- 
nard Baruch, emphasized in a talk at Vir- 
ginia Military Institute several days ago 
that this country’s military weakness is the 
basic cause of our troubles. 

“We are trying,” said Mr. Baruch, “to 
enforce a global doctrine of opposition to 
communism with a military establishment 
which is sorely strained by the demands 
of only one theater.” 

It is true we are growing stronger, but 
there is grave question as to whether we 
are growing stronger fast enough. Korea, 
where we today are hard-pressed, is only 
a small arena of the conflict between free- 
dom and Soviet slavery. But it quite pos- 
sibly may lead to general war. And there 
are a half-dozen other tinderboxes over 
the globe which could explode into a con- 
flagration at a moment’s notice. 

The armed forces deserve every tribute 
that will come their way today, and then 
some. But speeches of praise and prom- 
ises are not enough in these days of peril. 
What is needed is the solid support of the 
people and capable leadership in high 
places. 


Looks Like New York Would Wake Up! 


We can only shake our heads in solemn 
sympathy for the poor housewives in be- 
nighted Brooklyn in the backward state 
of New York. 


Those wretched creatures are strug- 
gling home daily with loads and loads of 
pure Grade A milk for which they pay the 
terrifying sum of six cents a quart. School 
children, poor things, are drinking milk in- 
stead of soda pop. Babies are getting all 
the milk they want. Hardly any families 
are so depleted of funds they cannot go 
out and buy a few quarts of milk. 


This deplorable situation has come 
about because the state of New York just 
hasn’t seen the light. 
unenlightened people still permit milk 
prices to seek their own level at retail.

A Case of Judicial Stupidity

Let's Be Fair

Russell Position 


WASHINGTON—Senator Richard B. Russell 

thinks that events have now completely justified 

his original stand against throwing open to the 

public, hearings by the Joint Senate Committee on the MacArthur- 
Far Eastern. policy controversy. 


Even with the safeguards thrown around the secret testimony 
taken, the Georgia junior senator is disturbed over some of the 
“leaks” that have come out of the committee hearings. He sees 
where the situation would have been infinitély worse if the com- 
mittee had yielded to the demands of Republican members for 
holding sessions in the open. 


Considering the vital importance of some of the military plans 
and information being discussed before the committee, Senator 
Russell feels a special responsibility in his role as. chairman of the 
investigating body. He points out that much of thé information 
concerns military secrets which should not be revealed even in 
peacetime, much less when we are involved in a war. 


Some of the information passing through the committee’s hands 
has been so vital to our defense effort that Senator Russell con- 
fesses it has caused him sleepless nights for fear it may leak out 
to enemy sources. 


Clash After running along smoothly for more than two weeks, 
the Georgia Senator had his first run-in with Republi- 
can members of the committee this week when Sénator Alexander 


‘Wiley, of Wisconsin, sought to overcome a ruling of the chairman 


upholding the right of General Omar Bradley, head of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, to refuse to discuss intimate details of his conver- 
sations with President Truman preliminary to the dismissal of 
General Douglas MacArthur. 


Russell contended that the committee had no more right to go 
into matters of this kind than it would be to intrude on the relations 
between a lawyer and his client or a man and his wife. 


He did not say so, but it was obvious he felt the Republicans 
were playing politics with the Bradley testimony. The Georgian 
pointed out, for one thing, that General MacArthur, when before 
the committee, had declined to answer any questions about his 
private conference with President Truman at Wake Island last 
October, and that no issue had been made of his refusal. 


But now that MacArthur had passed from the witness stand, 
Republicans, from his way of thinking, wére trying to make an 
issue of the same sort of’ refusal on the part of General Bradley, 
who sits in a close relationship with the White House as chief 
presidential adviser on military affairs. 


What Senator Russell really thought of the incident was better 
expressed by Senator William Fulbright, of Arkansas, who bluntly 
accused the Republicans of playing rank politics. Russell has to 
be more restrained in his comment becauége of the judicial attitude 
he is trying to maintain. © 


Honor Rep. Prince Preston, of the First Georgia District, was 

paid a signal honor by his Congressional colleagues 
this week in being selected as one of two speakers te address 
memorial exercises in the House for members who have died dur- 
ing the past year. The other speaker was Rep. Katherine St. 
George, Republican, of New York. 


The Statesboro Congressman, now beginning only his third 
term in the.House, deeply moved the chamber with the tribute he 
paid departed members. Afterward he was held up for some min- 
utes in the Speaker’s lobby, just off the House floor, receiving the 
warm congratulations of his colleagues on a notable and difficult 
oratorical performance. 

Among other things, Preston quoted from a passage by Ingalls 
in his eulogy of Ben Hill, a famous Georgian of an earlier day. 
It read: 

“Every man’s life is the center of a circle. Within its narrow 
confines he is potential; beyond he perishes. And if immortality 
be a splendid but delusive dream, if the incompleteness of every 
human career, even the longest and most fortunate, be not per- 
fected and supplemented after its termination here, then he who 
fears to die should dread to live, for life would be a tragedy more 
desolate and inexplicable than death.” 

Seven members of the House and two members of-the Senate 
have died during the past 12 months. It is customary for the body 
to lay a day aside each session for memorial services, with an out~- 
standing speaker chosén from each side to deliver the eulogies. 


Right Course After weighing carefully the testimony de- 

veloped in the Senate investigation of the 
MacArthur-Far Eastern policy controversy, Rep. Henderson Lan- 
ham, of Rome, thinks that all doubt has been removed as to the 
wisdom of the course our Government leaders are taking with re- 
spect to the Korean War. By our patience, he says, we have pre- 
served the friendship of important allies like Great Britain and 
France, which, he reminds, are now supporting our demands to 
stop shipments of war materials to Communist China. 

Mr. Lanham feels that the testimony of Secretary of Defense 
George Marshall and General Omar Bradley has more than justi- 
fied our foreign policy. The most essential thing in our policy 
must be to preserve the United Nations as an instrument of world 
peace, he believes. 7

This is about a boy who discovered perpetual motion, 
of a sort. Buddy Fowlkes started running when he was a 
barefooted boy in grammar school and he hasn't stopped 
yet. 

He’s still on the go this week end in Birmingham, where 
he wraps up in the Southeastern Conference meet the most 
abundant career in Georgia Tech’s track and field history. 
By international measure, he doesn’t come up to Ed Hamm, 


who briefly held the world’s broad jump record in 1928. 

Hamm leaped 25 feet, 11% inches that Summer, and almost 
before the ink was dry on the record an S. Cator, of Haiti, took off 
on a 26-foot %-inch flight. 

By points, though, it’s Fowlkes over Hamm inthe SEC, or 
Southern Conference as it was in the Arkansas Traveler’s day.

Buddy took the baton and carried it through North 
Fulton High School, won some GIAA records and footballed to the 
extent of all-city selection. 

“He could have been a good football player,” says Bobby 
Dodd, “if he’d been able to put his Springs to off-season practice. 
Of course he had a finer opportunity as a track man, so it was 
best that he follow the course he has.” 

The lean, trim Fowlkes is not constructed for the rock and sock 
of football, théugh in his one-season run at The Flats, Dodd was 
dealing mostly in featherweights. 

If he 
weren't married and a father (four-month-old son), he might 
stay in training and aim at the 1952 Olympics.

Said he: “A modern house is 
much cheaper per square foot to 
build than any of the more con- 
ventional types within a like 
price classification.” 

With its three-level pitch roof, 
wide overhanging eaves and 
shocking pink front doors, the 
white concrete block modern 
dwelling of the Selesky’s was 
barely more than a sprawling 
foundation, spanning a gaping 
gulley when it began to create 
a traffic problem on LavVista 
Road that hasn’t been solved yet. 

Using a scaled cardboard model 
as a guide, the floor plan occu- 
pies a rather indefinite U-shape 
and can probably best be de- 
scribed as free-form. The place- 
ment of the rooms was de- 
termined purely on the basis of 
personal preference, such as a 
kitchen on the front for Mrs. 
Selesky and a den at the back 
for Mr. Selesky. 


The shape ef the rooms was 
sealed to conform with the 
furniture. For instance, the 
back wall of the living room 
room angles in te accommo- 
date a nine-foot sofa, while 
the eppesite or front wall is 
much wider for the full-pane, 
sliding doors. which serve as 
floor-length windows in Win- 
ter. 


Adversity played right into 
their hands, because instead of 
going to a lot of expense to fill 
in their scooped-out uneven lot, 
which is 125 feet wide by 250 
deep, they simply built the house 
to follow the natural terrain. 
The floor is on two levels. 

Most of the rooms are angular, 
that is, one wall is shorter or 
longer than its opposing wall 
and they are further set at 
angles to each other. This cre- 
ated not only an interesting di- 
mentional feeling, but also an 
illusion of greater spaciousness. 

Eight months in construction, 
the Seleskey’s house has a large 
living room, small, but adequate 
dining area, kitchen, den, en- 
trance hall, two bedrooms and 
two baths, plus a utility room 
and plenty of closets. - 

The kitchen is bright ocean 
coral and gray with black ac- 
cents and accommodates a com- 
fortable breakfast area, com- 
posed of a half-moon shaped 
booth, upholstered in gray lea- 
ther, round table and two coral 
chairs. Living room, done in 
monochromatic tones of green 
from pale celadon walls to hem- 
lock green sofa has accents of 
red and black.

Who says “over 40” is dull? 


“There’s no time to be bored,” Peggy Launius paused among 
reminders of her half-score of hobbies to say. 


A kitchen table in Peggy’s 
apartment at 200 Montgomery 
Ferry Dr. is hér workshop. Her 
latest hobby is carving and 
moulding things of plastic. 

Peggy got the idea from a 
hobby magazine. She sent off for 
an experiment kit about a month 
ago.
